M anila , ,Tau. 4. —Advices received 
troin Iloilo said the reb els, at a m eeting 
Saturday, ratified the action of the dele­ 
gation which assured the Americans 
they m ight land unarm ed, b ut that if 
the latter landed, arm ed the natives 
would b e uucontrolab le. 
It was further said that every prepa- 
ratiou w'as b eing made for resistance 
upon the part of the reb els and that re- 
inforcoineiits were arriving from N e­ 
gros and the neighb oring islands in 
spite of tlie efforts of the United States 
criii>er Baltimore aud the gunb oat A ri­ 
zona to scare them w ith searcldigiits. 
l lu- Spauisii gunb oat LI Cano was still 
at Iloilo, b ut as her status was not de­ 
fined she had not b een molested. 
It 
was undersrood that she was destined 
to go to Zamb oaugan, a town of the 
I'iiilippiiie islands on the southwest ex- 
trem iiy of the island of Mindanao. 
The American troops were restless. 
The reb els were drilling on the b each, 
evening and morning, in lull view of 
the American expedition, which was 
still afloat. 
The California volunteers were em ­ 
b arked on four trausports at Manila. 
Their destination is unknown. 
A dispatch from W ashington said in 
part: 
The news received in W ashington re­ 
garding the attitude of tne reb els and 
natives at Iloilo and vicinity was simi­ 
lar m effect to that reported in the 
press dispatches. 
The situation, of- 
tiolals said, showed that the relations 
b etween the Americans and those w ith 
whom they were dealing were much 
strained and would require tact and for­ 
b earance on the part of b oth to avoid a 
collision. 
It was also said that the in­ 
formation which had b een received here 
did not indicate that General Miller 
had landed with the American troops. 
General Otis reported the approach­ 
ing meeting Of the so called Filipino 
parliam ent, which is to gather, pre­ 
sumab ly at Maldios, ab out 20 miles from 
Manila, on the island of Luzon, tom or­ 
row. 
A good deal of int rest is at- 
tai‘hed to this meeting, as (ieneral Otis 
reported that b y the attendance the 
strength of Aguiualdo’s party can b e 
gauged. 
That this is waning rapidly is not 
doub ted, and General Utis feels that 
when the attem pt is made to convene 
the parliam ent it will b e found that 
Aguinaldo hits lost his control of the 
m ajority aud cannot command even a 
working coalition. 
Such a state of af­ 
fairs would tend to make easier the task 
of the m ilitary authorities of the United 
States of estab lishing peacefully a tem ­ 
porary form of governm ent for the 
Pnilippines that will command the sup­ 
port of the people aud receive the ap­ 
proval of the civilized world. 
General Otis had not yet pub lished 
the proclamation b y President M cKin­ 
ley, which was cab led from W ashing­ 
ton to him ab out a week ago.

T he officials of the R usk penitentiary 
a l F o rt W orth, T ex., recently m ade a 
test o f lig n ite coal for fuel in m aking 
pig iron. 
T hese parties b u ilt a sm all 
furnace at the penitentiary the other 
day and m ade a run o f pig iron, using 
the lig n ite coal for fuel. 
T h e exp eri­ 
m en t worked lik e a charm . T he fnrnace 
at the penitentiary is operated w ith 
charcoal m ade from tim ber, aud it takes 
about 200 cords of wood per m onth to 
supply tbe furnace w ith charcoal. 
There is plenty of lig n ite in Texas, 
and tlie state w ill at once arrang e the 
furnaces in order to use lig nite.

The navy department report of the 
brilliant work done by Ensign H. H 
Ward as a spy in Spain during the war 
suggested to nearly everybody that he 
was the mysterious author of “ A Dan 
gerous Mission to Spain,” that ran in 
the November and December numbers 
of The Cosmopolitan Magazine. A little 
inquiry at Washington, however, re­ 
vealed that not Mr. Ward, but another 
hero, had the fascinating experiences 
related in the magazine, while serving 
our country in the most perilous and 
most thankless employment of wartime. 
The man whose name was concealed for 
“ state reasons” is Edward J. Breck, 
arni up to the time of his going to Spain 
he was vice consul at the legation in 
Berlin. 
The state reasons for the con 
Coalmont of his name no longer exist. 
From the 4til of July until the peace 
protocol was about ready to bo signed 
Mr. Breck was on Spanish territory, ex­ 
cept for a trip he made to Gibraltar to 
cable his discoveries and mail hie pho­ 
tographs. 
Ho vim ted tho fortifications 
of every important seaport in Spain and 
photographed most of them. Moreover, 
his companion on more than one occa­ 
sion was former Captain General Wey­ 
ler himself. 
Several times discovered 
and once arrested, Mr. Breck kept at his 
work in his assumed character of aGer- 
nian medical man traveling for pleasure 
and completed his researches. 
When 
the flying squadron was ordered to the 
Spanish coast, the United States navy 
department knew tho location of every 
gun that might bo brought to bear on 
it. 
Mr. Breck’s own account of his ex­ 
periences is delightful. 
His account of 
his meeting with Weyler’s son, whom 
he used to become acquainted with the 
former captain general, and which is 
given here through the courtesy of The 
Cosmopolitan, gives a lino on the man 
lier of his operations: 
“ I had already decided to got ac­ 
quainted in some way with tho dreaded 
former captain general of Cuba, who, 
descending from Germans, would bo 
more likely than others to receive a cit 
izen of his ancestors’ oountry. 
Toward 
dinner time my Baedeker deeply inter 
ested me until tile young officer (Lieu­ 
tenant Weyler) took his place at one of 
tho tables already set. In ten seconds I 
was seated beside him. 
The meal pro­ 
ceeded in silence. It was soon evident, 
however, that his interest was aroused 
by my German guidebook aud that the 
Bismnrckian ‘psychological 
moment’ 
for action had arrived. As the lieuten­ 
ant turned to look out of the window I 
noiselessly pushed my cigarette case 
into such a situation that in resuming 
his normal position his left arm struck 
the case aud knocked it to the floor of 
the oar 
A thousand apologies on his 
part followed, and I graciously helped 
him out of his confusion by all the po­ 
lite French at my command. 
“ It was human nature that he should 
endeavor to remove the impression 
caused by his ‘awkwardness, ’ and in 
less than five minutes I was informed 
that he was First Lieutenant Fernando 
Weyler and that he was enchanted to 
make my acquaintance, as his father— 
whose name he pronounced with some­ 
thing akin to awe—was of German ex­ 
traction and took the greatest interest 
in everything pertaining to the father 
laud, particularly the army. ” 
Lieutenant- Weyler presently intro­ 
duced his new acquaintance to his fa 
thor, and that astute general proceeded 
to accommodate the American spy with 
all manner of letters aud other evidences 
of his regard, which aided Breek might­ 
ily in his investigations, and on one oc­ 
casion procured him his freedom when 
he was caught in the very act of photo 
graphing fortifications aud was under 
arrest as a spy. Weyler personal Iv con 
ducted the supposed German scientist 
to the Escurial and carted him atonic 
Madrid in his own carriage. 
At Barcelona, while inspect!” : t! 
Bota fortifications, Breck had a i . ; 
escape. 
As he describes the in ... 
“ The sentry paced slowly t 
od 
whole battery, occasional)" v 
programme by mounting 
bastions aud scanning t.t 
\ , 
While he was rounding the \\ \ m 
, 
I sprinted for the eastern, aim tm; 
walked around the work, keeping t 
between me and the sentry. Suddenly 
however, as I was eagerly taking in tin 
number, construction, caliber aud posi 
tion of the cannon u rough voice hailed 
me from the top of the work, its owner 
having ascended, for a change from the 
other side, his light brown working uni­ 
form preventing my noticing bis arrival 
on the summit. 
‘What ar6 you about 
down there?’ he shouted. 
‘Stay there 
till I come down !’ He turned aud dis 
appeared, but I concluded not to accept 
his kind invitation to an interview, the 
less so as I was already in possession of 
all the information I oared for. 
‘Stop there! Come back here!’ he 
yelled, but to this command I naturally 
Paidas little anounou as to the first, 


and a second later I heard the craok of 
his Mauser and the simultaneous whis­ 
tle of its ball over my bead—how far 
above I was not sure, and I do not know 
now whether he fired to hit or merely 
to frighten me and to alarm his com­ 
panions. 
At all events several of the 
latter came running out of the chateau, 
and upon the sentry’s pointing and 
running in my direction three of them 
started without rifles to head me off 
from the woods. 
“ One of my pursuers, rightly judging 
that my object was to gain the shelter 
of the woods, ran straight in that direc­ 


tion to bead me off, and nearly succeed­ 
ed in doing so. 
Indeed he might have 
caught up with me, as he was nearer 
the woodH than myself, had I not paused 
an instant to cover him with my re­ 
volver, a movement which cauked bim 
to stop in his tracks, and before he had 
recovered himself I was well among the 
trees and out of sight of the gallant de­ 
fenders of the Bota battery forever.” 
At Barcelona, Cadiz aud Ferrol the 
American spy bunkoed tho officers in 
charge of the fortifications into them 
selves conducting him through the for­ 
tifications, but at Cartagena there was 
trouble. 
Later, with the help of (Jeu 
era I Weyler’s letters, Breek was a guest 
of Admiral Camara on hoard his flag­ 
ship in the harbor of Cadiz. 
It was at 
Cadiz he was arrested. 
He was caught 
in the very act of photographing one of 
the new batteries by a municipal guard. 
A captain had him handcuffed aud 
thrown into a cell. 
How he got out he 
•tells in his story. 
“ I remained in my suffocating prison 
room for the best part of five hours, un 
til the colonel in charge turned up, 
when I was fetched out and examined 
again. 
This time I thought it wise to 
change my tactics and started into an 
indignant harangue in French, which 
the colonel tot innately understood, to 
the effect that I had already explained 
the act for which I was arrested, and 
that I bad not been given the oppor­ 
tunity to fetch documents which would 
prove that I was not only not what I 
was suspected to bo, hut, on the con 
trary. an intimate friend of some of the 
most distinguished Spaniards living 
Tile colonel gave me an incredulous 
look, but consented to send an officer, to 
whom I gave the key of my trunk at 
the Hotel de Baris. 
I soon found that 
the private letters and photographs of 
General Weyler had even more effect 
upon my captor than the official letter 
of introduction to the provincial gov 
ernors. ” 
They let him go with a good humored 
warning, and he passed on and reported 
without accident all that was going on 
in the fortification line at Vizo, Coruna, 
Ferrol aud Santander. At Bilbao, how 
ever, he had to run for it again. 
A 
sharp eyed sentinel caught him examin­ 
ing a new fort and gave chase. “ I can­ 
not,” says Mr. Breck, “ remember ever 
making better time. The Spaniard was 
simply distanced, aud never eveu had a 
good chance to shoot.” 
Like Ensign 
Ward, Mr. Breck was supposed even by 
his intimate and fellow officers to be 
busy in the United States while he was 
periling his ueok in the service of his 
country. 
This publication is the first 
revelation of the identity of the astute 
hero.—New York Journal.

The navy department report of the 
brilliant work done by Ensign II. II 
Ward u h a spy in Spain during the war 
suggested to nearly everybody that he 
was tho mysterious author of “ A Dan 
gerous Mission to Spain,” that ran in 
the November and December numbers 
of The Cosmopolitan Magazine. A little 
inquiry at Washington, however, ro 
veil led that not Mr. Ward, hut another 
hero, had the fascinating experiences 
related in the magazine, while serving 
our country in the most perilous and 
most thankless employment of wartime. 
The man whose name was concealed for 
“ state reasons” is Edward J. Breck, 
and up to the time of his going to Spain 
he was vice consul at the legation iii 
Berlin. 
The state reasons for the con 
Coalmont of his name no longer exist. 
From the 4th of July until the peace 
protocol was about ready to bo signed 
Mr. Breek was on Spanish territory, ex­ 
cept for a trip he made to Gibraltar to 
cable his discoveries and mail Ins pho­ 
tographs. 
lie visited the fortifications 
of every important seaport in Spain and 
photographed most of them. Moreover, 
his companion on more than one occa­ 
sion was former Captain General Wey­ 
ler himself. 
Several times discovered 
and once arrested, Mr. Breek kept at his 
work iii his assumed character of a Ger­ 
man medical man traveling for pleasure 
and completed his researches. 
When 
the flying squadron was ordered to tho 
Spanish coast, the United States navy 
department know the location of every 
gun that might bo brought to hear on 
it. 
Mr. Breck’s own account of his ex­ 
periences is delightful. 
His account of 
his meeting with Weyler’s son, whom 
he used to become acquainted with tho 
former captain general, and which is 
given here through the courtesy of The 
Cosmopolitan, gives u lino on tho man 
lier of his operations: 
“ I had already decided to got ac 
quainted in some way with tho dreaded 
former captain general of Cuba, who, 
descending from Germans, would bo 
more likely than others to receive a cit 
izeu of his ancestors’ country. 
Toward 
dinner time my Baedeker deeply inter 
ested mo until the young officer (Lieu­ 
tenant. Weyler) took his place at one of 
the tables already set. 
In ten seconds I 
was seated beside him. 
The meal pro­ 
ceeded in silence. It was soon evident, 
however, that his interest was aroused 
by my German guidebook and that the 
Bismarck ian 
‘psychological 
moment’ 
for action had arrived. As the lieuten­ 
ant turned to look out of the window I 
noiselessly pushed my cigarette case 
into such a situation that in resuming 
his normal position his loft arm struck 
the case aud knocked it to the floor of 
the car 
A thousand apologies on his 
part followed, and I graciously helped 
him out of his confusion by all the po­ 
lite French at my command. 
“ It was human nature that he should 
endeavor to remove the impression 
caused by his ‘awkwardness, ’ and in 
less than Ave minutes I was informed 
that he was First Lieutenant Fernando 
Weyler aud that he was enchanted to 
make my acquaintance, as his father— 
whose name he pronounced with some­ 
thing akin to awe—was of German ex­ 
traction and took the greatest interest 
in everything pertaining to the father 
laud, particularly the arm y.” 
Lieutenant Weyler presently intro­ 
duced Ii is new acquaintance to Ii is fa 
thor, and that astute general proceeded 
to accommodate the American spy with 
all manner of letters and other evidences 
of his regard, which aided Breck m ight­ 
ily iii his investigations, and on one oc­ 
casion procured him his freedom when 
ho was caught in the very act of photo 
graphing fortifications and was nuder 
arrest as a spy. Weyler personally eon 
ducted the supposed German scientist 
to the Escurial and carted him ament 
Madrid in Ins own carriage. 
At Baridona, while inspect!” : 
t h 
Bota fortifications, Breck had a i 
escape. 
As he describes Hie in „i. 
“ The sentry paced slowly i 
t i i 
whole battery, occasional!" \ 
programme by mounting 
bastions and scanning t .,, 
v.

having ascended, for a change from the 
other side, his light brown working uni­ 
form preventing my noticing bis arrival 
on the summit. 
‘What ar6 you about 
down there?’ he shouted. 
‘Stay there 
till I come down J’ 
He turned aud dis­ 
appeared, but I concluded not to accept 
his kind invitation to nu interview, the 
less so as I was already in possession of 
all the information I cared for 
‘Stop there! Come back here!’ he 
yelled, but to this command I naturally 
paid as little attention as to the hist, 


and a second later I heard the crook of 
his Mauser and the simultaneous whis­ 
tle of its ball over my head—how far 
above I was not sure, and I do not know 
now whether he tired to hit or merely 
to frighten me urn! to alarm his coin 
pamons. 
At all events several of the 
latter came running out of tho chateau, 
and upon the sentry’s pointing aud 
running in my direction three of them 
started without rifles to head mo oft 
from the woods. 
“ One of my pursuers, rightly judging 
that my object was to gain the shelter 
of the woods, ran straight in that direc-

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tion to head me oft, and nearly succeed­ 
ed iii doing so. 
Indeed he might have 
caught up with me, as he was nearer 
the woods than myself, had I not paused 
an instant to cover him with my re­ 
volver, a movement which cauked him 
to stop in his tracks, ami before he had 
recovered himself I was well among tho 
trees aud out of sight of the gallant de­ 
fenders of the Bota battery forever.” 
At Barcelona, Cadiz and Fermi the 
American spy bunkoed the officers in 
charge of the fortifications into them 
selves conducting him through the for­ 
tifications, but at Cartagena there was 
trouble. 
Later, with the help of Gen 
era I Weyler’s letters, Breck was a guest 
of Admiral Camara on hoard Dis flag­ 
ship in the harbor of Cadiz. 
It was tit 
Cadiz he was arrested. 
He was caught 
in tile very act of photographing one of 
the new batteries by a municipal guard. 
A captain had him handcuffed aud 
thrown into a cell. 
How ho got out he 
tells in Ins story. 
“ I remained in my suffocating prison 
room for the best part of five hours, un 
til the colonel in charge turned up, 
when I was fetched out and examined 
again. 
This time I thought it wise to 
change my tactics and started into an 
indignant harangue iii French, which 
the colonel tot Minutely understood, to 
the effect that I had already explained 
the act for which I was arrested, and 
that I bad not been given the oppor­ 
tunity to fetch documents which would 
prove that I was not only not what I 
was suspected to bo, but, on the con 
trary, an intimate friend of some of the 
most distinguished Spaniards living 
The colonel gave rue an incredulous 
look, but consented to send an officer, to 
whom I gave the key of my trunk at 
the Hotel de Paris. 
I soon found that 
the private letters and photographs of 
General Weyler bad even more effect 
upon my captor than the official letter 
of introduction to the provincial gov 
ernors. ” 
They let him go with a good humored 
warning, arid he passed on aud reported 
without accident all that was going on 
in the fortification line at Vizo, Coruna, 
Fermi and Santander. At Bilbao, how 
ever, he had to run for it again. 
A 
sharp eyed sentinel caught him examiu- i 
ing a new fort and gave chase. “ I can- | 
not, ” says Mr. Breck, “ remember ever 
making better time. Tho Spaniard was j 
simply distanced, aud Hover even had a 
I 
good chance to shoot.” 
Like Ensign; 
Ward, Mr. Breck was supposed even by 
his intimate and fellow officers to be j 
busy in the United States while he was j 
periling his ueok in the service of his ! 
country. 
This publication is the first 
revelation of the identity of the astute I 
hero.—New York Journal. 


LIGNITE COAL FOR FUEL. 


S u c c e s s f u l T e s t s In M alting: I* I ic Ir o n 
a t R u s k P e n i t e n t i a r y . 
The officials of the Rusk penitentiary 
at Fort Worth, Tex., recently made a 
test of lignite coal for fuel in making 
pig iron. 
These parties built a small 
furnace at the penitentiary the other 
day and made a run of pig iron, ming 
the lignite coal for fuel. 
The experi­ 
ment worked like a charm. The furnace 
at the penitentiary is operated with 
charcoal made from timber, and it takes 
about 200 cords of wood per month to 
supply the furnace with charcoal. 
There is plenty of lignite in Texas, 
aud the state will at once arrange the 
furnaces iii order to use lignite. 
It is 
expected that the two nile 50 ton fur 
naces will soon start up aud the iron 
business will soon assume the proper 
! tunis which it attained some years age 
Big iron is made iii Germany from lig 
Mite, hut as far as known the coal lias 
not been used in the United States for 
that purpose.—Special St. Louis Globe- 
Deniocrat.

Her open deck, 
with double row of muzzle loading, 
smoothbore guns, looked like a scene 
from a mediaeval drama, and when she 
went to sea tile flapping of tho sails 
and the snap of tim cordage were not an 
unwelcome lullaby to those who slept 
beneath lier cool white decks. 
This old Brooklyn sailed one day 
from New York, bound upon a roving

Their personal descriptions 
are embarrassingly preci.se, but w h a t­ 
ever the interviewer may be it is folly 
for Englishmen in America to attem pt 
to escape him, 
Apparently there is no 
libel law in America strong or swift 
enough to cope w ith the doings of space 
writers. 
“ The extraordinary vigor in the every ­ 
day work of tho American journalist is 
w hat first impresses y on. 
He is alway s 
on the nail. 
Today ’s subject is today ’s 
need, and w hether it b(j the fate of the 
Philippines or how to sweep snow out 
of the streets the journalist tackles it 
for ail it is worth. 
“ Then the general enterprise of the 
American press is bey ond co m pariso n- 
greater than that of almost every other 
press in the world. 
Not even the Lon­ 
don Times, Telegraph or iStandard can 
surpass tho amazing enterprise of the 
best papers of America. 
The best and 
most popular of the American new spa­ 
pers appear to have neither policy nor 
party . 
“ Did X see any results of the war? 
“ Yea; in the sudden and great re­ 
vival of trade which is now brisk in 
America.

Across these is printed tbe word 
“ C nba” in black ink, w ith the amount 
in pesos near the lower edge. 
The let­ 
ters are small, bnt sufficiently distinct 
to prevent mistakes. 
The green 1 cent 
stamp is known as 
“ I c de Peso,” the 
red 2 as **2}.'20 de Peso,” the blue 5 as 
“ 5c de Peso” and the brown 10 as “ 10c 
de Peso. ” 
The postoifice departm ent had under 
consideration several designs for perm a­ 
nent use, and only after considerable 
deliberation was a selection made. One 
design submitted contained a bust of 
General Calixto Garcia, but this was 
rejected because the intention 
is in 
every way to avoid giving offense to 
any class in Cuba. It was finally decid­ 
ed to snbstitnte for tbe Garoia bust 
either the profile portrait of Colnmbus 
or one of tbe well known statues of the 
discoverer.

NEW CUBAN STAMPS. 


S ty le o f P o s ta g e to B e U sed T e m p o ­ 
r a r ily o n th e Isla n d . 
The new postage stamps for temporary 
use in Cuba are our own stamps with 
the addition of distinguishing imprint­ 
ing upon the face. 
The denominations are I, 2, 5 and IO 
cents. Across these is printed the word 
’’Cuba” in black ink, with the amount 
in pesos near the lower edge. The let­ 
ters are small, but sufficiently distinct 
to prevent mistakes. The green I cent 
stamp is known as “ lode Peso,” the 
red 2 as “ 2>ac de Peso,” the blue 5 as 
“ 5c de Peso” and the brown IO as “ 10c 
de Peso. ” 
The postoffice department had under 
consideration several designs for perma­ 
nent use, and only after considerable 
deliberation was a selection made. Onb 
design submitted contained a bust of 
General Calixto Garcia, but this was 
rejected because the intention is in 
every way to avoid giving offense to 
any class in Cuba. It was finally decid­ 
ed to substitute for the Garoia bust 
either the profile portrait of Columbus 
or one of the well known statues of the 
discoverer. Another denomination bears 
a typical Cuban scene and another typi­ 
fies “ Industry. ” 
Oue stamp contains a representation 
of a cane mill with a oanefield in the 
rear. For another denomination the 
subject is “ Commerce.” The design 
shows a full rigged clipper ship on the 
water and in appearance the stamp is 
similar to< the 12 cent issue of 1869, 
one of the most attractive stamps ever 
issued by this government. The rate of 
letter postage in Cuba, 5 cents for half 
an ounce, will not be changed for the 
present.—Washington Special St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.

H o w It W a s Cond noted B e fo r e th e 
A m e r ic a n O ccu p a tio n . 
The most interesting thing connected 
with the acquisition of the Manila post­ 
office is the adoption by the federal gov­ 
ernment of the cheap labor facilities of 
the island, says the San Francisco Call. 
Six men were 6ent from the San Fran­ 
cisco postoffice to Manila, and this num­ 
ber was re-enforced by 14 men from 
Manila. Two of these latter are United 
States soldiers, who had enlisted from 
the postal service, and 12 are Spanish 
postal employees, who are retained be­ 
cause of their knowledge of the Spanish 
language and the routine of the office. 
These Spaniards received before the 
American occupation the salary of $150 
each per annum in Mexican silver, be­ 
ing equal to about $75 in American sil­ 
ver or gold coin. 
The office was closed every alternate 
day, and when working it was closed 
for two or three hours each day, begin­ 
ning about noon. Tbe total number em­ 
ployed was 200, but they took life easy, 
and did the work of about 20 Ameri­ 
cans.

NEW CUBAN STAMPS. 


S tyle o f P ontage to Be P ie d T em po­ 
ra r ily on th e Inland. 
The new postage stamps for temporary 
use in Cuba are our own stamps with 
the addition of distinguishing imprint­ 
ing upon the face. 
The denominations are I, 2, 5 and IO 
cents. 
Across these is printed the word 
“ Cuba” in black ink, with the amount 
in pesos near the lower edge. 
The let­ 
ters are small, but sufficiently distinct 
to prevent mistakes. 
The green I cent 
stamp is known as “ lo d e Peso,” the 
red 2 as “ 2>8c de Peso,” the blue 5 as 
“ 5c de Peso” and the brown IO as “ 10c 
de Peso. ” 
The postoffice department had under 
consideration several designs for perma­ 
nent use, and only after considerable 
deliberation was a selection made. One 
design submitted contained a bust of’ 
General Calixto Garcia, but this was 
rejected because the intention is in 
every way to avoid giving offense to 
any class in Cuba. It was finally decid­ 
ed to substitute for the Garcia bust 
either the profile portrait of Columbus 
or one of the well known statues of the 
discoverer. Another denomination bears 
a typical Cuban soene and another typi­ 
fies “ Industry. ” 
One stamp contains a representation 
of a cane mill with a canefield in the 
rear. 
For another denomination the 
subject is “ Commerce.” Tbe design 
shows a full rigged clipper ship on tbe 
water and in appearance tbe stamp is 
similar to> the 12 cent issue of 1869, 
oue of the most attractive stamps ever 
issued by this government. The rate of 
letter postage in Cuba, 5 cents for half 
an ounce, will not be changed for the 
present.— Washington Special St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.

THE MANILA POSTOFFICE. 


t h e 
H o w It W a * C o n d u c t e d B e f o r e 
A m e r ic a n O c c u p a t io n . 
The most interesting thing connected 
with tbe acquisition of the Manila post­ 
office is the adoption by the federal gov­ 
ernment of the cheap labor facilities of 
tbe island, says tbe San Francisco Call. 
Six men were sent from the Sau Fran­ 
cisco postoffice to Manila, and this num ­ 
ber was re-enforced by 14 mea from 
Manila. Two of these latter are United 
States soldiers, who bad enlisted from 
the postal service, and 12 are Spanish 
postal employees, who are retained be­ 
cause of their knowledge of the Spanish 
language and the routine of the office. 
These Spaniards received before tbe 
American occupation the salary of $150 
each per annum in Mexican silver, be­ 
ing equal to about $75 in American sil­ 
ver or gold coin. 
The office was closed every alternate 
day, and when working it was closed 
for two or three hours each day, begin­ 
ning about noon. The total number em­ 
ployed was 200, but they took life easy, 
and did the work of about 20 Ameri­ 
cans. 
The 12 Spaniards who are re- 
tamed receive salaries ranging from 
floO to $200 perannum in Mexican sil- 
yer—sucb being the ruling rate of wages 
in the Philippines for that kind of serv­ 
ice— but they have to work every day 
instead of every alternate day, as bere 
tofore.

Ira Marlatf, who for several years was 
rjs the “ Prison Demon,” but has 
betni on his good behavior, had 
t^bepnni^hed by Deputy Warden Daw- 
sou at the poiiitcntiary in Columbus for 
cnrsitip and swearing at a guard. 
Mar- 
[att at one time was the most desperate 
ipan vvitliin the prison walls, and had 
freqo-ntlv made assaults on the guards, 
iiijarintr some of them. 
He was finally 
conquered to a cf'rtain ex tent by Guard 
Gamp, and afterward entirely subdued 
bv Maiiajter Hose, of Marietta. 
lie wa« th<m liberated from the cage 
bailt ex rre>'^lv for him in the dungeon. 
He has heeii kept in idleness for a num­ 
ber of nionti!« . but he is now locked up 
because he has been on a rampage again. 
Marlatt conceived the idea some time 
apo that he desired to study shorthand 
and ast"onomy. 
His wish was granted, 
but for the past four months he was 
noticed to sympathize with some of the 
pnsonfrs who were punished for some 
infraction of the rules. 
At the time 
Janies O’Xeii was locked up in the 
cellar for complicity in the murder of 
Guard L inderbaugh, Marlatt said that 
O’Ne.l should not be punished and that 
the vay the authorities treated him was 
a ih:iiie. 
Th'ii the anthoritiesof the prison con- 
clad*-d that .Marlatt was not wanted at 
the vliar any longer, and locked him 
np. It had also bef*n learned that Mar­ 
latt va< f. eding those prisoners in soli­ 
tary and this was against the rules of 
the irison. 
H‘ has been locked in one of the east 
hall cells, find has been allowed his lib- 
trry in the davtinu'. lint it is said by 
finaai Stallsinith that when he passed 
Maratt’s cell Sunday he cursed him. 
He vant' d the guard to perform some 
servoeand cursed him when he refused. 
AAlipii Marlatt was 
taken 
before 
Deputy Dawson he was informed that 
heimsthave his haircut as punishment 
for the offen« e eommitted. 
Then he 
raral the more atid refused to submit 
to it, but it wa.s (lone, nevertheless. 
He 
wastlieii taken back to his cell and al- 
IowpI to stay there, but an outbreak is 
fearel at any time, as he has shown 
bad Gndeucies since the recent meeting 
of thf board of pardons, who refused to 
act on his case. 
As a consequence of 
bis bad conduct recently, Marlatt is be- 
iop cksely watched and will be forced 
k) visi- the cellar for any future infrac­ 
tion of the rules. 
It has not been found 
necessary to lock him up in the cage he 
former!/ occupied.

the celebrated fashion authority on 
both sides of the Atlantic, coniirms the ¡ 
fact that silken skirts will no longer 
rustle. 
He says: “ Rustling skirts are i 
bad form. All linings and petticoats are 
now made of the softest silks. 
Even in 
underskirts the clinging effect is the 
vogue. 
“ A woman’s petticoat is now one of 
the most important garments of her 
wardrobe. 
It must he fitted with the 
same care as her tailor bodice. 
Over 
the hips it must fit her figure like a 
glove and not begin to flare until the 
knees are reached. 
It often requires 
from two to three fittings, for unless it 
is faultless in fit the outer skirt will 
not be perfection, and this season’s 
dress skirt, made as it is with no seam 
at the back, must have its petticoat an 
ex act counterpart of itself, for every 
shirr and wrinkle beneath would be 
plainly visible in the skirt proper. 
“ All the new petticoats lack stiffness. 
Featherbone 
is 
no longer used, and 
even corded ruffles are out of date. 
But 
the underskirts are mort< lavihiily trim­ 
med than ever before. 
For sirent wear 
the same silk which forms the skirt is 
u.scd as the trimming. 
It is put on in i 
groups of ruffles or in ruchings. 
Many 
of the petticoat.s aro trimmed near the ; 
hem w’ith an apidiqueof shirred ribbon, | 
wrought in variou.s conventional de­ 
signs. 
Tlie dre.ss s:kirts nowadays are 
not only invariably made with a drop 
skirt of silk, but we liuish tln'tii at the 
bottom by sewing a dainty ruclu* of rib­ 
bon on tho inside. Tbis, togetlu'r with 
tho lining and the soft silk |i» 'tticoat, 
jiroduces a beaniifiil effect. 
The skirts 
for evening wear are gorgeons creations 
¡ They are made of costly brocade and are 
tninintd witli frills of chiffon and 
luce.” 
Mine. Balling.s is al.so authority for 
the statement that silk jietticoats iiave 
cea.sed to rustle. 
She says: “ Rustling 
skirts have become too conimon to be 
worn any longer by women of fashion 
Crisp, stiff silks are entirely out of date 
for linings and petticoats. Peau de soie 
and soft brocades have taken their plane. 
If taffeta is used, it must he of the|2.50 
quality, not that which can be bought 
for 09 cents a yard. The best silk petti­ 
coats are all made of strong silks, but 
silks so soft that there is no suggestion 
*f a ru.stiiiig s'ouml about them.

They are wearing silk 
petticoats? Oh, dear, yes! But they are 
soft aud clinging, and they are even 
more expensive than of old. 
The new fad is to have the petticoat 
of silk like peau de soie or soft, rich 
brocade, which hasn’t tho least sugges­ 
tion of a rustle about it. 
All crisp, 
crackling silks are tabooed. 
Redferu, 
the celebrated fashion authority on 
both sides of the Atlantic, confirms the 
fact that silken skirts will no longer 
rustle. 
He says: “ Rustling skirts are 
bad form. All linings aud petticoats are 
now made of the softest silks. Even in 
underskirts the clinging effect is the 
vogue. 
“ A woman’s petticoat is now one of 
the most important garments of her 
wardrobe. 
It must be fitted with the 
same care as her tailor bodice. 
Over 
tho hips it must fit her figure like a 
glove and not begin to flare until the 
knees are reached. 
It often requires 
from tw o to three fittings, for unless it 
is faultless in fit the outer skirt will 
not be perfection, and this season’s 
dress skirt, made as it is with no seam 
at the back, must have its petticoat an 
exact counterpart of itself, for every 
shirr and wrinkle beneath would be 
plainly visible in the skirt proper.

“ A w om an’s petticoat is now one of 
the most im portant garm ents of her 
wardrobe. 
It m ust be fitted w ith the 
same care as her tailor bodice. 
Over 
tho hips it m ust fit her figure like a 
glove and not begin to flare until the 
knees are reached. 
It often requires 
from tw o to three fittings, for unless it 
is faultless in fit the outer skirt will 
not be perfection, and this season’s 
dress skirt, made as it is w ith no seam 
a t the back, must have its petticoat an 
exact counterpart of itself, for every 
shirr and w rinkle beneath would be 
plainly visible iii the skirt proper. 
“ All the new petticoats lack stiffness. 
Featkerbone 
is 
no longer used, aud 
even corded ruffles are out of date. 
B ut 
tbu underskirts are more lavishly trim ­ 
med than ever before. 
For street wear 
the same silk which forms the skirt is 
used as the trim m ing. 
It is put on in 
groups of ruffles or in ruehings. 
Many 
of the petticoats are trimmed near the 
hem xvitll an applique of shirred ribbon, 
w rought in various conventional 
de- j 
signs. 
The dress skirts nowadays are j 
not only invariably made xvi th a drop 
I skirt of silk, but xve finish them at tho 
| bottom by sewing a dainty ruche of rib- 
bon on tim inside. 
This, together xx itll 
• tho lining and the soft silk petticoat, | 
produces a beautiful effect. 
The skirts j 
| for evening wear are gorgeous creations 
j 
| They are made of costly brocade and are 
trim m ed w ith 
frills of chiffon and 
lace.” 
Mine. Ballings is also authority for 
the statem ent that silk petticoats have 
ceased to rustle. 
She says: “ R ustling 
skirts have become too common to be 
worn any longer by women of fashion 
Crisp, stiff silks are entirely out of date 
for linings and petticoats. Beau de soie 
and soft brocades have taken their place. 
If taff eta is used, it m ust be of the $2.50 
I quality, not that which can be bought 
for 09 cents a yard. The best silk petti­ 
coats are all made of strong silks, but

This is 19 less than the 
number to elect a United States senator 
on joint ballot, the total membership 
being 254, of which 128 is a majority. 
The aufci-Quay leaders wTere jubilant 
over toe result of the caucus, and 
claimed that the man they were fight­ 
ing would never succ ed himself iii the 
senate. On tfhe other nand, the Quay 
people and Senator Quay himself ex­ 
p o se d confidence of ultim ate victory. 
Ta. y said t hat of the absentees two 
members of tho house, Snyder of L u­ 
zerne aud Clark of W ashington, were 
kept away by sickness and will vote for 
St uator Quay. 
This would leave him 
J7 short of the number necessary to 
el ct. and t he efforts of the Quay leaders 
will be directed during the next two 
weeks toward securing these votes. 
It 
goos withqpt saying that they wall be 
just as bitterly opposed in the future by 
the group of men who have mane the 
fight against Mr. Quay as they have 
been iii the past. 
The caucus was held in the big un­ 
finished hall of the house of representa­ 
tives. 
The public was admitted by 
ticket to the gallery and this was 
packed to suffocation. 
Around the 
four sides of the hall stood nearly every 
leader in every county who had helped 
to make the Quay fight. 
In addition

HIGHT LIND UNARMED 


Proposition Made by Filipinos 
at Iloilo to Americans. 


REINFORCEMENTS WERE ARRIVING. 


Native* From N eighboring Island* W ere 
Landing — N ot F rightened by F ulled 
State* 
VVarHhift*’ 
Searchlight* — The 
A m erican Soldier* W ere Got Im patient. 


Manila, Jan. 4.—Advices received 
trorn Iloilo said the rebels, at a meeting 
Saturday, ratified the action of the dele­ 
gation winch assured the Americans 
they might laud unarmed, but that if 
the latter landed, armed the natives 
would be uncontrolable. 
It wras further Haiti that every prepa­ 
ration was being made for resistance 
upon the part of the rebels and that re­ 
inforcements were arriving from Ne­ 
gros and the neighboring islands in 
spite of the efforts of the United States 
cruiser Baltimore aud the gunboat Ari­ 
zona to scare them w ith searchlights. 
The Spanish gunboat Kl Cano was still 
at Iloilo, but as her status was not de­ 
lined she had not been molested. 
It 
was understood that she was destined 
to go to Zumboangan, a town of the 
Philippine islands on the southwest ex­ 
tremity of the island of Mindanao. 
The American troops were restless. 
The rebels were drilling on the beach, 
evening and morning, in full view of 
the American expedition, which was 
still afloat. 
The California volunteers were em­ 
barked on four transports at Manila. 
Their destination is unknown. 
A dispatch from Washington said in 
part: 
The news received in Washington re­ 
garding the attitude of the rebels and 
natives at Iloilo aud vicinity was simi­ 
lar in effect to that reported in the 
press dispatches. 
The situation, of­ 
ficials said, showed that the relations 
between the Americans and those with 
whom they were dealing were much 
strained and would require tact and for­ 
bearance on the part of both to avoid a 
collision. 
It was also said that the in­ 
formation which had been received here 
did not indicate that General Miller 
had landed with the American troops. 
General Otis reported the approach­ 
ing meeting bf the so called Filipino 
parliament, which is to gather, pre­ 
sumably at Malalos, about 20 miles from 
Manila, on the island of Luzon, tomor­ 
row. 
A good deal of int rest is at­ 
tached to this meeting, as General Otis 
reported that by the attendance the 
strength of Aguinaldo^ party can be 
gauged. 
That this is waning rapidly is not 
doubted, and General Otis feels that 
when the attempt is made to convene 
the parliament it will be found that 
Aguinaldo hi»8 lost his control of the 
majority aud cannot command even a 
working coalition. 
Such a state of af­ 
fairs would tend to make easier the task 
of the military authorities of the United 
States of establishing peacefully a tem ­ 
porary form of government for the 
Philippines that will command the sup­ 
port of the people aud receive the ap­ 
proval of the civilized world. 
General Otis had not yet published 
the proclamation by President McKin­ 
ley, which was cabled from W ashing­ 
ton to him about a week ago. 
Feeling 
full confidence iii his judgment the 
officials here were not disposed to ques­ 
tion Ins withholding the proclamation 
from the Filipinos.

The navy departm ent report of the 
I brilliant work done by Ensign H. H 
I W ard as a spy in Spain during the war 
suggested to nearly everybody that he 
was the mysterious author of “ A D an­ 
gerous Mission to S p ain ,” that ran in 
the November anil December num bers 
of The Cosmopolitan Magazine. A little 
inquiry at W ashington, however, re­ 
vealed th at not Mr. Ward, but another 
I hero, had the fascinating experiences 
I related in the magazine, while serving 
| our country in the most perilous and 
most thankless em ploym ent of wartime. 
The man whose nam e was concealed for 
“ state reasons” is E dw ard J. Breck, 
and up to the tim e of his going to Spain 
he was vice consul at the legation in 
Berlin. 
The state reasons for the con­ 
cealment of his nam e no longer exist. 
From the 4th of Ju ly until the peace 
protocol was about ready to bo signed 
Mr. Breck was on Spanish territory, ex­ 
cept for a trip he made to G ibraltar to 
cable his discoveries aud m ail bis pho­ 
tographs. 
He visited the fortifications 
of every im portant seaport in Spain and 
photographed most of them. 
Moreover, 
bis companion on more than one occa­ 
sion was former Captain General Wey- 
ler himself. 
Several tim es disc,’overed 
and once arrested, Mr. Breck kept at his 
work in bis assumed character of a G er­ 
m an medical m an traveling for pleasure 
and completed bis researches. 
When 
the flying squadron was ordered to the 
Spanish coast, the United Sfates navy 
departm ent knew the location of every 
gun that m ight bo brought to bear on 
it. 
Mr. Brook’s own account of his ex- 
periences is delightful. 
His account of 
his m eeting w ith W eyler’s son, whom 
lie used to become acquainted w ith tho 
former captain general, and which is 
given here through tho courtesy of The 
Cosmopolitan, gives a lino on tho m a n ­ 
ner of his operational 
“ I had already decided to get a c ­ 
quainted in some way w ith tho dreaded 
former captain general of Cuba, who, 
descending from Germans, w oald bo 
more likely than others to receive a c it­ 
izen of his ancestors’ country. 
Toward 
dinner tim e my Baedeker deeply in ter­ 
ested me until the young oflicer (L ieu ­ 
tenant W eyler) took his place at one of 
the tables already set. 
In ten seconds I 
was seated beside bim. 
The meal pro­ 
ceeded in silence. It was soon evident, 
however, th at his interest was aroused 
by my Germ an guidebook aud that the 
Bismarckian 
’psychological 
moment* 
for action had arrived. 
As the lieuten­ 
a n t turned to look out of the window I 
noiselessly pushed m y cigarette case 
into such a situation th a t in resuming 
his normal position his left arm struck 
the case aud knocked it to the floor of 
the oar 
A thousand apologies on his 
part followed, and I graciously helped 
him out of his confusion by all the po­ 
lite French at my command. 
“ It was human nature that he should 
endeavor to remove 
the 
impression 
caused by his ’awkwardness, 1 aud in 
less than Ave m inutes I was informed 
that he was First Lieutenant Fernando 
Weyler aud that he was enchanted to 
make my acquaintance, as his father— 
whose name lie pronounced w ith some­ 
thing akin to aw e— was of German ex­ 
traction and took the greatest interest 
in everything pertaining to the father 
land, particularly the arm y.” 
Lieutenant W eyler presently intro­ 
duced his new acquaintance to his fa 
tiler, and that astate general proceeded 
to accommodate the Am erican spy w ith 
all m anner of letters aud other evidences 
of his regard, w hich aided Breck m ig h t­ 
ily h i his investigations, and on one oc­ 
casion procured him his freedom when 
lie was caught in die very act of photo 
graphing fortifications aud was under 
arrest as a spy. 
Weyler personally con 
ducted tho supposed G erm an ecieutist 
to tho Kecurial and carted him aroutn 
Madrid in his own carriage. 
At Barcelona, while inspecti- .: th 
Bota fortifications, Breck had a i 
escape. 
As he describes the in ,.i 
“ The sentry 


and a second later I beard the craok of 
his M auser and the simultaneous w his­ 
tle of its ball over my head—how far 
above I was not sure, and I do not know 
now w hether he fired to hit or merely 
to frighten me and to alarm his com­ 
panions. 
At all events several of the 
latter carne running out of the chateau, 
and upon the sen try ’s pointing aud 
running in my direction three of them 
started w ithout rifles to head me off 
from the woods.

tion to head me off, and nearly succeed­ 
ed in doing so. 
Indeed be m ight have 
caught up w ith me, as he was nearer 
the woods than myself, had I not paused 
an instant to cover him with my re­ 
volver, a movement which cauked him 
to stop in his tracks, and before he had 
recovered himself I was well among tho 
trees aud out of sight of the gallant de­ 
fenders of the Bota battery forever.” 
At Barcelona, Cadiz aud Ferrol the 
American spy bunkoed the officers in 
charge of the fortifications into them ­ 
selves conducting bim through the for­ 
tifications, hut ut Cartagena there was 
trouble. 
Later, w ith the help of G en­ 
eral W eyler’s letters, Breck was a guest 
of A dm iral Cam ara on hoard his flag­ 
ship in the harbor of Cadiz. 
It was at 
Cadiz he was arrested. 
He was caught 
in the very act of photographing one of 
the new batteries by a m unicipal guard. 
A 
captain had him handcuffed 
aud 
thrown into a cell. 
How he got out he 
tells in his story. 
“ I remained in my suffocating prison 
room for the best part of five hours, u n ­ 
til the colonel in charge turned up, 
when I was fetched out and examined 
again. 
This tim e I thought it wise to 
change my tactics and started into an 
indignant harangue in French, which 
the colonel fortunately understood, to 
the effect that I had already explained 
tile act for which I was arrested, and 
that I had not been given the oppor­ 
tunity to fetch documents W hich would 
prove that I was not only not w hat I 
was suspected to be. but, on the con­ 
trary, an intim ate friend of some of the 
most distinguished Spaniards Jiving 
The colonel gave me an incredulous 
look, but consented to send an officer, to 
whom I gave the key of my trunk at 
the Hotel de Paris. 
I soon found that 
the private letters and photographs of 
General W eyler had even more effect 
upon my captor than the official letter 
of introduction to the provincial gov 
ernors. ” 
They let bim go w ith a good humored 
warning, and he passed on and reported 
w ithout accident all th at was going on 
in the fortification line at Vizo, Coruna, 
Ferrol and Santander. At Bilbao, how 
ever, he had to run for it again. 
A 
sharp eyed sentinel caught him exam in­ 
ing a new fort and gave chase. 
“ I can­ 
not, ” says Mr. Breck, “ remember ever 
m aking better time. 
Tho Spaniard was 
simply distanced, and never even had a 
good chance to shoot.” 
Like Ensign 
Ward, Mr. Breck was supposed even by 
his intim ate and fellow’ officers to he 
busy in the United States while he was 
periling his neok in the service of his 
country. 
This publication is the first 
revelation of the identity of the astute 
hero.— New York Journal.

S u c c e s s f u l T e s t s In M a k i n g IM* I r o n 
a t H u s k P e n i t e n t i a r y . 
The officials of the Rusk penitentiary 
at Fort Worth, Tex., recently made a 
test of lignite coal for fuel in making 
pig iron. 
These parties built a small 
furnace at the penitentiary the other 
day aud made a run of pig iron, using 
the lignite coal for fuel. 
The experi­ 
ment worked like u charm. The furnace 
ut the penitentiary is operated with 
charcoal made from timber, aud it takes 
about 200 cords of wood per month to 
supply the furnace w ith charcoal. 
There is plenty of lignite in Texas, 
and the state will at once arrange the 
furnaces in order to use lignite. 
It is 
expected that the two nile 60 ton fur 
naces w ill soon start up aud the iron 
business will soon assume the propor 
tions which it attained some years age i 
Pig iron is made in G erm any from lig 
uite, but as far as known the coal lias 
not been used in the United States for 
that purpose.—Special St. Louis Globe- 
DeuuK rat.

company was organized under the law’s 
of New Jersey, with a capital of $27,- 
000,000 and with headcpiarters in New’

W hat is supposed to be the body of 
A. R. Mackall was found yesterday 
afternoon near Fredericktown. 
The Black boys, sons of John Black, 
who resides near Fredericktown, were 
hunting aud had reached a point on the 
west branch of Beaver creek about one 
mile from Fredericktown. 
It is one of 
the most secluded spots for miles around. 
There they came upon the headless body 
of a m an lying directly underneath a 
tree to which was attached a strap, evi­ 
dently taken from a bridle. 
The broth­ 
ers were horrified by 
their ghastly 
find, but made a further search aud 
a short distance down the hill found the 
head of a man in a badly decomposed 
state. 
The m an had not been fully 
dressed but had a coat on and had evi­ 
dently hanged himself to a tree aud re­ 
mained in that position so long that the 
head had been severed from his body. 
The Black boys did not remove the 
body, but notified the neighborhood. 
Late in the evening several parties went 
to the home of Mr. Black and not finding 
his sons at home started out to find the 
body, but so secluded was the place that 
they were unable to locate the body al­ 
though they had been given an accurate 
description of the spot. 
The remains of 
tho m an were left where they were 
found, and nothing will be done with 
them until the coroner is notified. 
The place where the body was fontal 
is but a mile from the home of James 
Mackall, father of the Liverpool attor 
ney who disappeared from the home 
of his brother-iu-law, Mr. Overlander, 
in East Palestine, 
last 
July. 
The 
story is well remembered here. 
Mackall had been released from the 
asylum, where be had been confined 
for several months. 
He was in this 
place for a day or two, and his friends 
believed him w ell on the w ay to recov­ 
ery when he suddenly disappeared one 
night from the Overlauder residence. A 
horse was taken the same night, and al­ 
though the announcement was made that 
he had gone to Kansas to relatives the 
return of the horse without the bridle 
rein prompted the belief that he had 
ended his life bv hanging. 
The finding 
of the body seemed to confirm the re­ 
port. 
T h e 
N e w s 
R eview" notified J. M. 
Smith, Mackall's father-in-law, at an 
early hour today, and in company with 
a reporter he drove to Fredericktown to 
see the body. 
As Mackall wore Mr. 
Sm ith’s cuff buttons when he wrent 
away that gentleman feels confident he 
can identify the body if it is the at­ 
torney. 
The body was frozen to the ground 
when found by the Black boys, and 
they were unable to describe the cloth­ 
ing. 
The N e w s R e v i e w interviewed Mr. 
Overlauder at East Palestine. 
He said : 
“ After Mackall left here last summer 
we learned he had gone to Kansas, but 
later advices from tnere said it was all 
a mistake. 
I have heard nothing from 
him since then, and do not now know 
where he is."

The new postage stamps for temporary 
nae in Cuba are our own stamps with 
the addition of distinguishing imprint­ 
ing upon the face. 
The denominations are I, 2, 5 and IO 
cents. 
Across these is printed the word 
“ Cuba” in black ink, with the amount 
in pesos near the lower edge. The let­ 
ters are small, bot sufficiently distinct 
to prevent mistakes. 
The green I cent 
stamp is known as “ lode Peso,” the 
red 2 as “ 2VaC de Peso,” the blue 5 as 
” 5c de Peso” aud the brown IO as “ 10c 
de Peso. ” 
The postoffice department had under 
consideration several designs for perma­ 
nent use, aud only after considerable 
deliberation was a selection made. One 
design submitted contained a bust of 
General Calixto Garcia, but this was 
rejected because the intention is in 
every way to avoid giving offense to 
any class in Cuba. It was finally decid­ 
ed to substitute for the Garoia bast 
either the profile portrait of Columbus 
or oue of the well known statues of the 
discoverer. Another denomination bears 
a typical Cuban scene and another typi­ 
fies “ Industry. ’’ 
One stamp contains a representation 
of a cane mill with a canefieJd in the 
rear. 
For another denomination the 
subject is “ Commerce." The design 
shows a full rigged clipper ship on the 
water and in appearance the stamp is 
similar to* the 12 cent issue of 1869, 
one of the most attractive stamps ever 
issued by this government. The rate of 
letter postage in Cuba, 5 cents for half 
an ounce, will not be changed for the 
present.—Washington Special St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.

The most interesting thing connected 
with the acquisition of the Manila post­ 
office is the adoption by the federal gov­ 
ernment of the cheap labor facilities of 
the island, says the San Francisco Call. 
Six men were sent from the San Fran­ 
cisco postoffice to Manila, and this num­ 
ber was re-enforced by 14 men from 
Manila. Two of these latter are United 
States soldiers, who had enlisted from 
the postal service, and 12 are Spanish 
postal employees, who are retained be­ 
cause of their knowledge of the Spanish 
language aud the routine of the office. 
These Spaniards received before the 
American occupation tho salary of #150 
each per annum in Mexican silver, be­ 
ing eqnal to about $75 in American sil­ 
ver or gold coin. 
The office was closed every alternate 
day, and when working it was closed 
for two or three hours each day, begin­ 
ning about noon. The total number em­ 
ployed was 200, hut they took life easy, 
and did the work of about 20 Ameri­ 
cans. 
The 12 Spaniards who are re­ 
tained receive salaries ranging from 
$150 to $200 perannum in Mexican sil- 
,b6iD8 the roiiD* 'ate of wages 
in the Philippines for that kind of serv­ 
ice—but they have to work every day 
instead of every alternate day, as here 
tofore.
